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Gun ownership advocate to speak in Clayton 


Gun ownership advocate, 
Samuel Sherwood, will be en¬ 
couraging every citizen to get a 
Run and be armed In an effort to 
counter rising crime In America 
on Thursday, September 29 In 
Clayton. Mr. Sherwood Is an 
outspoken advocate of gun own¬ 
ership and the Director of the 
U.S. Militia Association. The 
U.S. MlllUa Association Is an or¬ 
ganization dedicated to reaffirm¬ 
ing the 2nd Amendment rights 
of Individuals to not only keep 
and bear arms, but belong to cit¬ 
izen militia organized under the 
authority of the county and 
state. “The National Guard Is 
not the militia," Sherwood says. 
“The supreme court has ruled 
on this and their clarification of 


there. They were all unarmed, 
and are all dead," Sherwood 
says. He Is giving these talks In 
several communities In Idaho. 
Including. Priest River, Cocur 
d'Alene. Blackloot. Gooding, 
Kctchum, Nampa, and Boise, 
and In adjacent states. 

. Sherwood faults many well 
meaning organizations for sup¬ 
porting gun control legislation 
because they don't know their 
history. He argues eloquently, 
and truthfully, that the greatest 
killer of Jews, and other minori¬ 


ties, historically has always 
been governments, and that 
America Is no different. “Ameri¬ 
ca killed more than 10,000 Mor¬ 
mons and the governor of Illinois 
Issued a famous genocide 'cjcter- 
nilnation order' that rivals any¬ 
thing Hitler Issued." Sherwood 
informs his audiences. He fur¬ 
ther argues that guns were not 
meant to be objects of sport, but 
of protection from abuses of 
you. If on the other hand you arc 
helpless, they will abuse that 
power by the government. 


“It does not matter if the Issue 
Is water riRhts for salmon, land 
rights. IRS abuses, the Waco 
tragedy or the abuse of power at 
Ruby Ridge, or even the Endan¬ 
gered Species Federal Police. It 
all bolls down to one tiling, pow¬ 
er and who has it. If the people 
have the power to say no, the 
government won't even attempt 
to impose it's will unjustly over 
power e^ ritually. We see those 
abuses daily in the United 
States now." Sherwood claims. 

To those who believe in gun 


control Sherwood says. “Uiry 
don't deserve (o live in this na¬ 
tion with Its constitutional Guar¬ 
antees of liberty as they arc thr 
cowards that want a powerful 
central government to take care 
of them. WhaL they don’t realize 
Is that the greatest mass mur¬ 
derers and robber barons in his- 
toiy have been governments In 
tills century. You can t trust a 
government that wants to dis¬ 
arm you. and you can't tmst a 
fellow citizen that wants the gov¬ 
ernment to have Li ic power to 
disarm you either." 


the matter is quite clear, the Na¬ 
tional Guard Is a regular part of 
the standing Army of the United 
States, not the militia of the peo¬ 
ple mentioned in the constitu¬ 
tion." Sherwood also decries the 
“foreign trend’ In gun control 
legislation. “We need to have 
every citizen armed, and prefer¬ 
ably with at least a semi¬ 
automatic weapon." he admon¬ 
ishes. 

Sherwood finds many similari¬ 
ties between the Gun Control 
Acts being passed and the Nazi 
Weapons Law of March 1938. If

"We have seen the rising tide 
of crime In America while simul¬ 
taneously we have seen lower 
percentages of gun ownership. 
Cities that have banned guns, 
like Washington. D.C., have the 
greatest Increase in crimes, 
while cities that are e icouraglng 
gun ownership arc seeing a de¬ 
crease In crime. Gun controls 
and bans Is not what the Found¬ 
ers of this nation wanted, or pro¬ 
vided for in the Second Amend¬ 
ment.” Sherwood says. ‘We need 
to reverse the attempts at 
amending our Constitution 
through legislation, especially 
foreign legislation," Sherwood 
comments. He claims that there 
Is a direct link between those 
who arc advocating gun control 
laws In America and the ptiilo- 
sophlcal basis of gun control 
laws In other nations where gen¬ 
ocide eventually occurred. 

“The fight here Is not one of 
gun control, but people control. 
If you have a gun it is very hard 
to control you. If you don’t It Is 
very easy to control you. If you 
doubt that. Just try to ask the 
Armenians who did not have 
guns when the Turks moved In 
and murdered 1.5 million of 
them from 1915-1917. Or the 
Ukrainians or Kulaks of the So¬ 
viet Union, all 13 million of 
them. Or the anti-communists 
of Red China between 1949 and 
1952. some 20 million. What of 
the 100,000 former Maya Indi¬ 
ans of Guatemala during 1960- 
61. And the famous dead of the 
killing fields' of Cambodia, one 
in every three In the nation lay 


Taking aim at a U.S. militia 

Blackfoot man’s plan to organize volunteer military 


force concerns National

B LACKFOOT — From his home office here, 
the director of the United States Militia As¬ 
sociation fields phone calls and opens mail 
from people throughout the country he 
says are interested in returning to basic principles 
outlined in the U.S. Constitution. 

Samuel Sherwood, 45, believes the U.S. should 
bring its troops home from overseas, abolish the 
National Guard and replace it with an ail-volun¬ 
teer militia that would save enough money to sub¬ 
stantially reduce the national debt. 

His drive to create a militia raises the eyebrows 
of law enforcement and National Guard officials. 

The self-proclaimed libertarian/conservative be¬ 
came interested in paring down big government in 
the mid-1970s while working at a Utah military 
base as a computer consultant. 

Bom and reared in Berkeley, Calif., Sherwood 
attended Brigham Young University in Provo 
where he says he majored in communications and 
military science and minored in international rela¬ 
tions and political science. 

He says he has a master's degree in internation¬ 
al relations and international finance and has done 
post graduate work in education psychology and 
international finance. He says he speaks Hebrew, 
Russian, some German and Arabic. 

Sherwood says he believes the national debt 
would be lower today if Nixon would have 
brought other troops stationed around the world 
home when the Vietnam War ended. 

Sherwood advocates a strong all-volunteer mili¬ 
tia. He says there are about 70 million U.S. gun 
owners in the U.S. today from which to draw such 
a militia. 

"No nation would consider invading us with 
millions of Americans armed and prepared for 
war," Sherwood says. 

Sherwood says he and his followers, whose 
numbers he declines to divulge, are organized in 
11 states. The association has begun drafting legis¬ 
lation that will be submitted to state legislatures

when they convene in a few weeks. 

He savs Switzerland hasn't been invaded for 
400 years because of its strong militia and the same 
would apply here. 

"We want to repeal the National Defense Act of 
1916 and get rid of the National Guard which will 
help us get out of debt," Sherwood says. "Our best 
defense is an economically strong America. If we 
continue to deficit spend, we will have a war with 
ourselves and our enemies won't ever have to fire 
a shot." 

Blackfoot Police Chief James Jackson says an ad¬ 
equate military is already in place as are strong 
local law enforcement agencies with professionally 
trained officers. He questions how effective a part- 
time volunteer militia would be and who would be 
qualified to train members. 

Idaho National Guard Public Relations Officer 
Capt. Michael Gollaher says if Sherwood wants to 
start an independent militia the proper avenue is 
through Idaho's highest office. 

"The governor can approve any kind of militia 
he wants. Sherwood would just have to talk him 
into it," Gollaher says. 

Gollaher says those interested in joining either a 
militia or the National Guard would have to pick 
one. "Guardsmen can't belong to both." 

Gollaher says the guard shouldn't be viewed as 
the enemy by Sherwood's militia. 

"I don't think he understands the true role of the 
National Guard, if he did he would embrace it," 
Gollaher says. "We are truly the state's militia and 
a capable force for carrying out the state's mission 
which serves the people very well." 

The Idaho guard is funded in state and federal 
money, Gollaher says. The guard serves in various 
civic capacities, fights fires every summer on fed¬ 
eral lands and is called upon in emergencies. The 
guard serves both the state and the federal govern¬ 
ments. 

Gollaher says alienating the guard isn't the an¬ 
swer. ^ 

"That would be a terrible strategic move," Gol¬ 
laher says. "It won't help their effort — if anything 
it will hurt them."

lecture on the history of American 
colonists’ militias and their strug¬ 
gles with England, as well as more 
recent legislation and Supreme 
Court decisions. 

The nation’s founding fathers be¬ 
lieved in a militia that was “the 
body of the whole of the people,” 
and forgotten parts of the Idaho con¬ 
stitution provide for county militias, 
he argued. 

Independent volunteer militias 
empowered by local authorities will 
be the answer to tyrannical govern¬ 
ment if citizens will just get in¬ 
volved, he said. 

We must all ask, “What can we do 
for our country?” Sherwood said. 
“Oh, and in the process get our 
rights back.” 

Though Sherwood and his group 
promote county militia units 
1 throughout the state, current Idaho 
code expressly forbids local authori¬ 
ties to authorize the existance of 
county militias, according to Jack 
McMahon, chief deputy in the office 
of Idaho’s attorney general. 

Last week, McMahon cited Idaho 
law governing militia and military 
affairs; a state’s “unorganized mili¬ 
tia” of all able-bodied male citizens 
j can only function legally when 
, “called into service” by the gover¬ 
nor and can only serve the state or 
the country, not an individual coun¬ 
ty, McMahon said. |

Militia units are exempt from weapons 
restrictions in the 1994 crime bill, he 
said. 

Audience members applauded when 
Sherwood spoke of a legislative filibuster 
against a proposed bill limiting owner¬ 
ship of automatic weapons. 

Sherwood, a Blackfoot computer con¬ 


sultant and the founder of The United 
States Militia Association, is traveling 
around Idaho recruiting members for 
county militia units and visited Twin 
Falls Wednesday. 

Sherwood brought membership appli¬ 
cations to his Twin Falls meeting and told 
attendees that a large, organized militia 
association with money could “buy cam¬ 
paigns, buy laws.” 

Become involved with the militia asso¬ 
ciation or the National Rifle Association 
to lobby for laws authorizing legal militia 
units and don’t retreat, Sherwood urged. 
Retreat is, he said, “a sure formula for de¬ 
struction of every one of your lives and 
every one of your rights.” 

His appeal for organization followed a

Blackfoot militia organizer says 
his group differs from Montanans

COEUR D’ALENE — Samuel 
Sherwood says members of his United 
States Militia Association want noth¬ 
ing to do with the anti-government 
Militia of Montana movement. 

Human rights activists contend 
the Montana movement has become a 
front for white supremacists. 

Sherwood, a Blackfoot man who 
works as a contract computer techni¬ 
cian at the Idaho National Engineer¬ 
ing Laboratory, advocates semi-auto¬ 
matic weapons ownership for every 
American and says gun-control advo¬ 
cates “don’t deserve to live in this na¬ 
tion.” 

He was the featured speaker in 
Coeur d’Alene during the weekend at 
the latest in a series of July events that 
included Militia of Montana meetings 
in Sandpoint and Coeur d’Alene and a 
Concerned Citizens of Idaho picnic in 
Coeur d’Alene. 

So far, the militia and other 
groups are all talk, Kootenai County 


Sheriffs Sgt. Jerry Wiedenhoff said. 

“We want to make sure we don’t 
have any problems. But everybody’s 
got their First Amendment rights, so 
we let those rights flourish,” he said. 

Sherwood said militia leaders in 
Montana “are fearful of their govern¬ 
ment and are arming themselves to 
protect themselves from it. 

“Whereas we’re arming ourselves 
underneath the authority of law to 
support, protect and defend our Con¬ 
stitution, our just laws and our duly 
authorized public servants.” 

He said David, John and Randy 
Trochmann and others leading the 
Militia of Montana are paranoid. The 
Trochmanns attended the northern 
Idaho meetings last month. 

“They’ve become distrustful of ev¬ 
eryone and everything. They’re good, 
sincere people, but they’re paranoid 
about everything,” Sherwood said. 

Randy Trochmann said he and his 
father David and uncle John have an 
undeserved reputation because John 
was once a featured speaker at an 


Aryan Nations Church meeting in 
Hayden Lake. Trochmann denied that 
the militia promotes white separatism 
or white supremacy. 

'We’re just telling people that the 
Second Amendment was to protect 
ourselves from tyranny in govern¬ 
ment,” he said. “Any organization in 
the Northwest that speaks out against 
the government will attract people 
with those beliefs, I don’t care what it 
is.” 

Trochmann said the militia move¬ 
ment aims to make people careful 
about trusting government too much 
by reminding them of government 
heavy-handedness in cases like the 
siege of Randy Weaver’s cabin in 
northern Idaho and of David Koresh’s 
compound in Waco, Texas. 

“This is all about cleaning up gov¬ 
ernment,” he said. “I like to describe 
ourselves as watchdogs.” 

But the Montana Human Rights 
Network, in a May report on the mili¬ 
tia movement, called the Trochmanns 
longtime racist activists.

Blackfoot man touts 

Says it’s a way to beat gun control 
efforts being attempted by Clinton 


BLACKFOOT (AP) — A 
staunch gun control opponent has 
recruited over 500 Idahoans into 
his United States Militia Associa¬ 
tion, promoting membership as a 
way to circumvent federal gun 
ownership restrictions. 

M. Samuel Sherwood of Black¬ 
foot is trying to organize militias at 
the county level and has 10 chap¬ 
ters already in Idaho and as many 
as 90 more in states like Utah, 
Michigan, Oregon and Nevada. 

“We’re trying to organize them 
at the county level so that they can 
be a resource to the county sheriff 
and the county commissioners and 
whoever needs them,” Sherwood 
said. The local units would be sub¬ 
ject to control by sheriffs and 
county officials. 

During his recruiting pitches, 
Sherwood attacks gun control, con¬ 
tending gun ownership is the key to 
preserving other freedoms. While 
not a political group, the United 
States Militia Association wants the 


repeal of all federal gun laws dating 
back to 1934 when private owner¬ 
ship of machine guns was 
restricted. 

Until then, he tells potential 
recruits that since the constitution 
guarantees militia the right to bear 
arms and the pending crime bill 
specifically exempts militia from 
gun restrictions, by joining his 
organizadon “you’re exempt from 
the gun control provisions.” 

The group he began in January 
is an outgrowth of the Constitu¬ 
tional Militia Associauon that was 
disbanded after being associated 
with radicalism. 

“There were some loose can¬ 
nons in that early group,” Sher¬ 
wood admitted. “We’re trying to 
get the mainstream guy who says, 
'My taxes are too high. 1 want to 
participate. I don’t need to be paid 
to do that.” 

But during a recruiting meeting 
in Blackfoot on Thursday, Sher¬ 


wood tried to energize participants 
by claiming the pending crime bill 
would result in foreign police mov¬ 
ing into American law enforce¬ 
ment 

He distributed a pamphlet accus¬ 
ing President Bill Clinton of using 
the crime bill to hire 100,000 for¬ 
mer Royal Hong Kong police and 
using them to enforce gun control. 

Another pamphlet cited the 1992 
Los Angeles riots as an example of 
how a local militia could protect 
individual rights against crime, but 
Sherwood said a militia could also 
preserve rights against a rouge gov¬ 
ernment. 

And at one point, he listed Clin¬ 
ton among a group of dictators 
including Lenin, Stalin and Hitler, 
although he quickly corrected him¬ 
self. 

Sherwood is getting help from 
former Madison County Sheriff 
Lionel Koon, who is serving as the 
Idaho militia's law enforcement 
liaison. He is responsible for advis¬ 
ing sheriffs offices where militia’s 
are being formed and providing 
them with the local militia mem¬ 
bership. 





D.C. Politics Fueling 
A Rising Wave of Militias

BLACKFOOT, Idaho — As he 
travels the countryside, rallying the 
locals to form brigades of militia to 
defend themselves against a tyran¬ 
nical ruler, it’s easy to wonder if M. 
Samuel Sherwood was born 200 
years too late. 

After all. mustering a cadre of 
volunteers to arm themselves and 
prepare for battle is more akin to 
1774 than 1994. 

But the gun-control provisions of 
the 1994 federal crime bill have 
made Sherwood’s militia message a 
shot heard round the Intermoun¬ 
tain West. He gets called out to 
speak to groups of people interest¬ 
ed in circumventing Uncle Sam’s 
crackdown on guns by forming their 
own local militia units. 

After all, he says, the Second 
Amendment is succinct: “A well- 
regulated militia, being necessary 
to the security of a free State, the 


right of the people to keep and bear 
arms, shall not be infringed.” 

Sherwood, the director of the 
United States Militia Association, 
based in his home here in southeast 
Idaho says: “Gun ownership is not a 
freedom or a liberty as much as it is 
a constitutional responsibility. If 
you give everyone in the country an 
automatic weapon, it won’t increase 
crime. It will probably decrease 
crime.” 

Frustrated by the policies of the 
Clinton administration, angry that 
Congress is treading on states’ 
rights and fearful the country is on 
the verge of moral and economic 
collapse, an increasing number of 
people are looking to organized 
paramilitary units to defend them¬ 
selves against a perceived erosion 
of the U.S. Constitution.
